ABSTRACT 

The subject invention provides a potentially economically viable process for the 
microwave destruction of contaminated waste consisting essentially of chemical and biological 
agents and harmful medical waste by employing carbonaceous materials to enhance the efficiency 
of the microwaves while keeping the bulk temperature down to a modest rise.
